Carbajal, successor to General Huerta 
as provisional president of Mexico, ad­ 
vised the ITiited States government 
informally that he intends to retire in 
favor of General Carranza, the Con­ 
stitutionalist chief. 
Mr. Carbajal 
wishes only 
th at a 
general amnesty 
be proclaimed 
and 
protection given 
to the property of 
those who opposed the Constitutional­ 
ists. 
This statem ent of the attitude of 
H uerta’s successor, together with the 
announcement 
from 
Monterey 
that 
( a ii,:nza is willing to enter into nego­ 
tiations with Carbajal relative to the 
transier of authority at Mexico City, 
is regarded here as practically assur­ 
ing ;i cessation of hostilities and the 
restoring of peace in Mexico, 
The views of Mr. Carbajal were ex­ 
pressed in detail to Secretary Bryan 
by Jose Castellet, former member of 
the Mexican senate, who called at the 
state departm ent with a personal tele- 
gram which he had received through 
the Mexican embassy. 


First Note From Carbajal. 


It was the first communication be­ 
tween the American government and 
the Carbajal administration. 
The communication 
addressed 
to 
Mr. Castellet, a personal friend of the 
new president, is as follows: 
“I have just taken the oath of of­ 
fice as president of the republic. Gen­ 
erals Huerta and Blanquet departed 
for Europe. I desire to make it known 
with emphasis that my only purpose 
is to facilitate a solution of the grave 
problems which weigh upon our coun­ 
try. 
I have not the slightest ambi­ 
tion for myself, and merely wish to 
term inate the internal conflict of our 
country. 
Please give me your impres­ 
sion of the situation in Washington.” 
This 
message, 
Mr. 
C a stelet 
ex­ 
plained, meant that Mr. Carbajal had 
taken office only as a means of bridg­ 
ing the gap from the Huerta regime 
to the Constitutionalists and that the 
new president had no desire to re­ 
main in office. 


Bryan Thanks Castellet. 


Secretary Bryan thanked Mr. Cas­ 
tellet for the information he brought 
and told him that, while recognition 
would not be accorded Carbajal, the 
United States was amicably disposed 
toward him and would applaud his 
patriotic efforts to bring about peace 
in his country. 
Mr. C astelet tele­ 
graphed the result of his conference 
to Mr. Carbajal. 
Secretary Bryan himself was high- 
1} optimistic in the belief that peace 
at last was in sight in turbulent .Mex­ 
ico arid he told his friends he believed 
the policy of ‘‘watchful waiting” and 
patience had been a success. 
In order to assure a transfer of au­ 
thority without further bloodshed or 
disturbance, however, the American 
government began to use its good of­ 
fices with General Carranza. 
John R. Silliman, formerly Amer­ 
ican consul at Saltillo and now per­ 
sonal representative of President WH* 
son there, received a long message 
from the state departm ent instructing 
him to urge upon General Carranza 
the belief of the United States that 
further fighting was useless on ac­ 
count of the readiness of the Car­ 
bajal government 
to surrender its 
power. 
Carranza was urged also to give 
guarantees for the protection of the 
lives and property of those who had 
supported 
Huerta.

Rebel Commander Asserts His Main 


Object Now Is to Arrange for Con- 


stitutionalists to Enter Mexico City 


and 
Establish 
Their 
Government 


Without Further Bloodshed. 


Monterey, Mex., July 17.—Fighting 
by Constitutionalists is over in Mexi­ 
co, if plans announced here by Ven- 
ustiano Carranza go into effect. Gen­ 
eral Carranza declared his main ob- 
jeet now would be to conduct nego­ 
tiations for the Constitutionalists to 
r enter Mexico City and establish their 
government 
without 
further 
blood­ 
shed or damage to property. 
General Carranza was unable to say 
whether these negotiations would be 
conducted through the A. B. C. media­ 
tors or direct with the federals. 
Un­ 
conditional surrender, however, will 
be the only condition on which these 
negotiations will be successful. 
General Carranza made that plain 
to newspaper men who talked with 
him. 
He declared that the ‘‘reforms 
for 
which 
the 
Constitutionalists 
fought m ust be obtained at whatever 
cost.” 
“The resignation of Huerta and the 
substitution of Carbajal in itself will 
not cause the Constitutionalists to 
compromise, on a single point, the 
principles upon which the movement 
was founded,” he continued. 
“If 
the 
government 
machinery 
through which those ends may be ob­ 
tained is not surrendered voluntarily 
by the party of Huerta it will Le ob­ 
tained by force.” 
Because of the effort to make the 
installation a peaceful one General 
Carranza said he expected it probably 
would be a month before he entered 
Mexico City. 
He stated that he did not believe 
Carbajal was strong enough to handle 
effectively the reins of power passed 
over to him by Huerta.

negotiations w ill be successful. 
General Carranza made that plain 
to newspaper men who talked with 
him. 
He declared that the “reforms 
for 
which 
the 
Constitutionalists 
fought must he obtained at whatever 
cost.” 
"The resignation of Huerta and the 
substitution of Carbajal iii itse’.f will 
not 
cause 
the Constitutionalists 
to 
compromise, on a single point, the 
principles upon which the movement 
was founded,” he continued. 
" If 
the 
government 
machinery 
through which those ends may he ob­ 
tained is not surrendered voluntarily 
by the party of H uerta it w ill bo ob­ 
tained by force.”

Carranza said he expected it probably 
would be a month before he entered 
Mexico City. 
He stated that he did not believe 
Carbajal was strong enough to handle 
effectively the reins of power passed 
over to him by Huerta.

This statem ent of the attitude of 
H u erta’s successor, together with the 
announcement

tiate us with Carbajal relative to the 
tra n s itr of authority at Mexico City, 
is retarded here as practically assur­ 
ing a cessation of hostilities and the 
restoring of peace in Mexico. 
The views of Mr. Carbajal were ex­ 
pressed in detail to Secretary Bryan 
by Jose Castellet, former member of 
the Mexican senate, who called at the 
state departm ent with a personal tele­ 
gram which he had received through 
the Mexican embassy. 


First Note From Carbajal. 


It was the first communication be­ 
tween the American government and 
the Carbajal adm inistration. 
The 
communication 
addressed 
to 
M r. C astelet, a personal friend of the 
new president, is as follows: 
"I have just taken the oath of of­ 
fice as president of the republic. 
Gen­ 
erals Huerta and Blanquet departed 
for Europe. 
I desire to make it known 
with emphasis that my only purpose 
is to facilitate a solution of the grave 
problems w hich weigh upon our coun­ 
try. 
I have not the slightest am bi­ 
tion for myself, and merely wish to 
term inate the internal conflict of our 
country. 
Please give me your Impres­ 
sion of the situation in W ashington.” 
This 
message,

Castellet 
ex­ 
plained, meant that Mr. Carbajal had 
taken office only as a means of bridg­ 
ing the gap from the H uerta regime 
to the Constitutionalists and that the 
new president had no desire to re­ 
main in office. 


Bryan Thanks Castellet. 


Secretary Bryan thanked M r. Cas­ 
te le t for the inform ation he brought 
and told him that, while recognition 
would not be accorded Carbajal, the 
United States was amicably disposed 
toward him and would applaud his 
patriotic efforts to bring about peace 
in his country. 
M r. C astelet tele­ 
graphed the result of his conference 
to Mr. Carbajal. 
Secretary Bryan himself was high­ 
ly optim istic in the belief that peace 
at last was in sight in turbulent Mex­ 
ico and he told his friends he believed 
the policy of "watchful w aiting” anil 
patience had been a success. 
In order to assure a transfer of au­ 
thority without further bloodshed or
